Bid Opening Sect 
B> Fall, But More 
Funds Are Needed 


FRANKFORT, Ky., April 9, 
— Governor Louie B. Nunn 
today announced plans to seek 
approval of the Appalachian 
Regional Commission for con¬ 
struction of a new $50 million 
highway from Grayson to 
Salyersville. 

The route would ge nerally 
follow KY-7 through or 
around Sandy Hook and West 
Liberty. 

Highway Commissioner Eu¬ 
gene Goss explained the 
route is one of five, totaling 
355 miles, the state hopes to 
add to its current allotment 
of 577 miles under the Appa¬ 
lachian Development network. 

Two of the other five corri¬ 
dors are from Allen in Floyd 
County to Hazard and from 
Hyden to Harlan. 

All the proposed projects 
would be two-lane roads. 

Goss explained that, with 
existing Appalachian corridors 
fiom Salersville to P.estons- 
burg, from Prestonsburg to 
Allen and flrom Hazard to 
Hyden, the three new routes 
would provide modern high¬ 
way from Grayson to Harlan. 

Highway planners indicate 
the Grayson to Salyersville 
corridor would save 48 minutes 
in driving time between the 
two cities and would save the 
traveling public almost $4.5 
million a year. 

Total driving time saved 
from Grayson to Harlan if all 
three corridors win approval 
would be almost two hours. 

Goss said the new route 
would provide Sandy Hook 
and Elliott County with access 
to modern highways leading 
in all directions. 

"The connections on the 
north with 1-64 and on the 
south with the Mountain 
Parkway will greatly enhance 
the growth potential of the 
area,” the Commissioner con¬ 
cluded.

Slim Rea. drilling contractor 
from London, Ky., last week be¬ 
gan preparing a well seat for a 
ieep test oil well to be drilled 
it Stephens. 

The well site is on the farm 
of Cecil Ison at the mouth of 
Ison Creek on the Little Fork 
Road and is situated about 100 
yards behind the Stephens Post 
Office. 

A worker at the site said Fri¬ 
day the contractor has a con¬ 
tract to drill two deep-test wells 
in this area, with the second to 
be drilled in Morgan County. 

The well at Stephens will be 
drilled to the granite and drill¬ 
ers arc prepared to go as deep 
as 14.000 feet, the worker said. 

He added that the contract 
calls for 100 days of drilling 
and logging to complete the 
Stephens well. 

The exploratory operation is 
being financed by Monitor Pet¬ 
roleum Corp. of New York City 
cn a lease owned by Ashland 
Oil Co., (not Penns Oil as pre¬ 
viously reported). 

The well is probably being 
sunk to test a Pro- and Middle 
Cambrian formation discovered 
by seismograph tests a few 
years ago and running through 
Elliott and Morgan Counties.

WASHINGTON — Kentucky 
may have a good, long wait 
before it gets the roads Gov. 
Louie B. Nunn says he’ll ask 
the federal government tc 
help finance. 

On April 9 Nunn said he’d 
ask the Appalachian Regional 
Commission (ARC) tc help 
finance 555 miles of new Ken¬ 
tucky roads costing $356 mil¬ 
lion. 

But an ARC spokesman 
here acknowledged the pro¬ 
spects of any dirt flying in the 
foreseeable future are bleak. 

“We’re already authorized 
to build,” he said. “With these 
requests we’re really just ask¬ 
ing the facts to submit a 
shopping list.” 

Kentucky is the second state 
to submit its list. West Vir¬ 
ginia last November asked

Genevieve and 
St. Lewis making up the Big 
Lime of Morgan County. The

Bracken, which political ob 
servers long have considered io 
be the bellwether in the stale 
on elections, was nine to five 
for Combs — or about the same 
percentage as the total state¬ 
wide result. 

Sponsor of the poll was Dur¬ 
an Moore, a Lexington real es¬ 
tate and business investor, and 
backer of Combs. He was not 
identified by name on the ballot 
which went out. Only a post of¬ 
fice box number was given in 
order to get a more objective 
response. 

Two other polls, both taken 
by The Kentucky Post, favor 
Combs. One was a poll of the 
Kentucky State Central Demo¬ 
cratic Central Executive Com¬ 
mittee which has 15 favoring 
Combs as the stronger candid¬ 
ate, four preferring Ford as the 
candidate. 

A second survey of 18 Ken¬ 
tucky daily newspapers reveal¬ 
ed Combs was favored over Ford 
by a 4>4-to-l ratio. 

But a Louisville Times survey 
of the Jefferson County Demo¬ 
cratic executive committee 
showed surprising strength for 
Ford. Combs barely edged Ford 
out in the poll. 


A mail poll of local Democra- 
| tic officials pitting Wendell 
Ford against Bert Combs for 
Democratic gubernatorial nom¬ 
inee shows responses favoring 
Combs nearly 2-1. 

Although responses were still 
trickling in. The Lexington Her¬ 
ald reported Sunday that Combs 
bad 356 votes. Ford 196. and 81 
with either “mixed” opinions or 
none at all. 

A total of 1,504 ballots were 
mailed to all Democrat office 
holders, including magistrates, 
circuit judges, state representa¬ 
tives. and state senators plus 
school superintendents who 
clearly were indentified as De 
mocrat. 

Combs had a clear margin in 
six of seven congressional dis¬ 
tricts. The only district carried 
by Ford was the Second which 
is the home district of the Ow¬ 
ensboro lieutenant governor. 

Somewhat surprisingly, Combs 
was the favorite in the First, 
which is far West Kentucky, al¬ 
though Ford scored well in the I 
Mississippi River counties of

LEXINGTON, Ky. — The Ag¬ 
ricultural Stabilization and Con¬ 
servation Service announced re¬ 
cently that price support wiil 
not be given on any tobacco that 
was treated with DDT or TDE 
during the 1970 season. Each 
grower will have to certify that 
neither of these insecticides 
was used. The certificates will 
he issued by the local ASCS of 
fices just prior to the time mar¬ 
keting cards are issued. Failure 
to sign and return the certifi¬ 
cate on time could be construed 
that the grower used either DDT 
or TDE on his crop. 

Some growers may have 
stockpiled DDT when they 
first learned of its ban on to 
baceo. There might be a temp¬ 
tation now to use the stockpiled 
DDT despite ASCS's withhould- 
ing price support, and hope that 
some buyer will take the tobac¬ 
co. Most likely, buyers will not 
bid on uncertified tobacco whirh 
leaves the grower with a lot jf 
tobacro on his hands. The 
chance of geting away with us¬ 
ing DDT or TDE on tobacco 
without its being detected ir 
very small. The residues ol' 
these pesticides last a long 
time and modern technqiues car. 
detect residues as small as 1 
part per billion. This is equiv¬ 
alent to detecting one ounce of 
salt in over 31 tons of sugar.

for federal help in building 
an additional 50 miles of ma¬ 
jor highways. The remaining 
l i states in the commission's 
designed Appalachian area are 
soon expected to follow suit. 

When all 13 states have 
submitted their road reauests 
the ARC will compile a “high¬ 
way needs study.” Only then, 
if at all, will the crucial ques¬ 
tion of financing arise. 

Construction Chances Look Dim 

The ARC’S highway pro¬ 
grams are scheduled to run 
through June of 1973, and to 
f ■ nance them Congress had 
authorized a $1.17 billion ap¬ 
propriation. Originally that 
amount was to build all of 
the proposed 2,700-mile Ap¬ 
palachian network. But now, 
swollen construction costs and 
tighter safety standards mean 
the $1.17 billion federal ap¬ 
propriation will build only a 
little over half the authorized 
2,700 miles. 

Under present economic and 
political conditions ARC 
spokesmen concede the chances 
for construction resulting from 
the various requests of the 
states are remote. “Mainly we 
wanted the states to begin 
planning, to define their needs 
and assign them priorities,” 
the ARC spokesman said. 

According to the ARC the 
states could seek funding from 
other agencies of the govern¬ 
ment, but it said chances for
